BADGES 


This sale begins with a large 
offering of police, law, fire 
and miscellaneous badges. 
Nearly all are from a gigan- 
tic collection of badges, 
assembled by a recently de- 
ceased southern California 
collector. He collected 
badges for over 70 years and 
had about 9,000 different 
badges in his collection. I 
was able to eaxmine about a 
third of the collection, and 
purchases a few hundred 
badges. 


All the badges offered 
here I believe to be real, au- 
thentic, official-issue badg- 
es (and not copies, unoffici- 

al issues, fakes, or fanta- 
sies). Your satisfaction is 
guaranteed! If you are not 
satisfied with the badge for 
any reason, you may return it 
for a full refund. 

Please note the minimum 
bids! They are mostly consi- 
derably below the actual val- 
ue of the badges. [This is 
because I bought the badges 
at reasonable to bargain pri- 
ces; the collectible dealers 
who were selling the collect- 
ion didn't know much about 
badges. ] 

Badges like these are in- 
frequently offered for sale, 
and hard to find (and usually 
highly priced). So this is a 
rare oppertunity to obtain 
nice badges at reasonable pr- 
ices. 

As I am unable to illus- 
trate the badges, a guide to 
the various shapes of the ba- 
dges follows, and is referred 
to in the descriptions. The 
actual badge may vary a litt- 
le in shape, but is of that 
general type. 

Many of the badges have 
overlays on them. An asterisk 
(*) after anything in the de- 
scription means that that it- 
em is an overlay (a separate 
piece of metal attached onto 
the face or back of the bad- 
ge).

METAL OF BADGES: 

A badge is described as 
brass if it is a yellow 
brass or bronze or gold 
color (may be a plating or 
gilt finish over some other 
metal). 

White metal is used for 
whitish, gray, silver, and 
chrome colored badges (may 
be a plating over brass or 
other metal). 


AGE OF BADGES: 

It's hard to determine 
the exact age of most badges 
,»so I have given an age ran- 
ge of 20 to 40 years for 
most badges, as my best 
guess as to when it was made 
or issued or used.
